;rance of its waters. It needs considera- 
ble practice to enable a stranger to drink 
a gluss, or even to approach tbo spring, 
without guarding tha noetriU.

LETTER FROM DB. VAMAN. 


Editon Homing Herald: 


It ia with sincere pleasure that I observe 


the efforts being mide for tho establish- 
ment of a oity hospital, the nocssity for 
which has been more and more apparent 
each y»ar sines the organization of our 
oity, and which now begins to be essen- 
tial to the prosperity and safety of the 
community. A fc-w practical suggestions, 
derived from an extensive experience in 
the buildiug, organization and conduct oi 
hospitals would, perhaps ut tbe present 
time, prove of interest to many of your 
readers. 


It thould be borne iu laiad that an un- 


dertaking »f this kind ifl tho commence 
oieut oi nn establishment that is to last 
t»§ long as our oity endures, and is not for 
more temporary relief for the present; and

In a com- 
munity like our-t», in ciasa of accideut and 
severe sickae1^, a large number of patients 
wonld seok adinis-ion who are both able 
and willing to pay for this accommoda- 
ion and uurslng; ond tho proceeds thus 
received wonli] go far towards famishing 
money for tho support of the destitute 
lick. Such u course i.-* pursued in all tho 
city hospitals, and is f)und of great bcne- 
H to the hospital fond. Iu addition to 
the building fund, means must be prompt- 
y taken to establish a fund for the pay- 
ment of the necessary expenses of running 
the hospital, so that it should not be de 
>eudant entirely on the uncertainty of 
eleemo3)'nary rcliDf. If it should bo possi 
ble to establish R dispensary for out-door 
medical relief, it would be found a valu- 
able assistance in tie care oi tin.1 il-stttuto 
ick of our city. 


Hoping that the»e tow dcsul'ory re- 


marks, hastily thrown together, may prov-- 
acceptable, I will conclude, with plac-.rig 
at tbe disposal of tho "ladies Home Re- 
,ief Society," and of the public, my profef 
sional knowledge and special expcricnc- 
m this connexion for tbe furtherance o 
their luuilablo undertaking.

Petroleum Trade in Baltimore. 


'.'"•• From the Baltimore Gazette. 


The petroleum trade hu now attained 


vast proportions, yet probably bat few 
business men, not directly interested in 
the trade, are aware oi 
the great 


importance aud extent of the iraflio in 
that article. 


Tbe exports of petroleum to foreign 


countries from New York, Philadelphia, 
Bnltimore and Boston, from January 1st, 
1S71, up to this time, amount to, in round 
numbers, 2.425,000 barrels. 
Estimating 


the average «'ZB of oargoel of petroleum 
at about 3,000 barrels each, there have 
sailed already thii year from these four 
ports of the United States 803 cargoes of 
petroleum, with three mouths still left, 
and iu these three months tho heaviest 
shipments are always made. 


The usual estimate by the trade of the 


extent of exports for the whole year 1S71 
us u,5od,QOO barrels; or, tt 3,000 barrols to 
tho cargo, say 1,150 cargoes. 


There have been oleared from New York 


this year 1,530,000 barrels, say 510 car- 
goes, and fjooi Philadelphia 820,500 bar- 
rels, say 2?d cargoes. 


There were loading in New York Sep- 


tember 23J 40 vesse's, and in Philadelphia 
on the same day, 33 vesicle, all carrying 
petroleum ouly. 


These figures will givo fome idea of tho 


immensity of tbe trade in petroleum, and 
we give tha statistios of New York and 
Philadelphia as preliminary to discussing 
tho position of our oity of Baltimore in 
roioronce to it, and -with ft view of en- 
deavoring to awaken in the minds of our 
merohauta and capitalists eome interest in 
the Bubjeot. 


There has been much ignorance, or 


worse, apathy manifested iu regard to this 
great trade by our citizens; and, strange 
as it may seem, not one of onr capitalists 
has, apparently, given the subject any at- 
tention. By the efforts of two or three 
bouses, -working under great disadvan- 
tages and disheartening discouragements, 
'we have been able to claim that we have 
done lomelhing in petroleum—and that 
is all.
